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Florida State University Library Dedicated

THE New Liprary at the Florida 
State University was designed to be 
both functional and beautiful. Careful 
consideration was given to the prob- 
lems of how to distribute the rapidly 
growing collections of books and per- 
iodicals; how to-make these collections 
more accessible; how to provide the li- 
brarians more opportunity to work with 
students and faculty; and how to pro- 
vide an attractive environment con- 
ductive to study. Each division was 
planned and equipped for the needs of 
the students, faculty, and staff. 


Service began in the new building 
on June 18, 1956. Such items as cir- 
culation desks, index tables, desks for 
the catalogers and most of the lounge 
furniture had not been received, but all 
the books were in place on the shelves 
—that is, almost all—there were suf- 
ficient tables and chairs to accommo- 
date the readers, the card catalog was 
ready for use and most important, the 
air conditioning worked. 


Tote Dat Barge 


The move into the new building was 
carried out between May 29 and June 
16. More than half a million books, 
periodicals, maps and other material 
were transported in cardboard boxes 
24 x 12 x 14 by truck from the old to 
the new building. Between seventy and 
seventy-five students were employed to 
pack and unpack the book boxes. At 
times, four trucks were loading and 
unloading at twenty minute intervals 
and the only subject of conversation 
seemed to be, “unload the boxes,” 
“where are the empty boxes?” The 
move was greatly facilitated by using 
two construction hoists, one placed 
outside the stacks at the old library and 
the other on the East side of the new 
building. This permitted the book 
boxes to be loaded and unloaded 
through windows and eliminated, to a 
large extent, the carrying of books up 
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and down stairways and through door- 
ways. During the time of the move 
there were only two late afternoon 
showers. This was most fortunate be- 
cause books and pasteboard boxes are 
not resistant to Florida rain. 


The period during summer school 
was one of change since new furniture 
and new equipment were constantly 

eing installed. However, there were 
no complaints from the students or 
faculty using the building. Impressed 
by the marble lobby, the public eleva- 
tors, the accessibility of the book collec- 
tion, and the convenience of smoking 
rooms equipped with Coke machines, 
they recognized each change as an im- 
provement and were not annoyed by 
the inevitable interruptions. 


Beauty and Functions 


Although the writer is prejudiced, 
there is no question that the new Flor- 
ida State University Library is beautiful 
as well as functional. ‘The facade of 
white limestone columns backed by 





polished black granite spandules and 
glass makes a dignified and imposing 
entrance. The lobby and main stairway 
are panelled in marble which has rich 
tones of brown blending into maroon; 
this gives warmth to a space that other- 
wise could appear austere. Throughout 
the building, the accent is warm. Ex- 
cept for some very small areas, the 
colors are subdued, suggesting the tran- 
quility of autumn rather than the 
vivaciousness of spring. Where accent 
or contrast is needed, it has been 
achieved by using color in the furni- 
ture. For example, the Reference Divi- 
sion has chairs stained bright red to 
contrast with the deep grey walls. In 
several areas, davenports upholstered in 
black and white tweed accent the grey 
green or fawn colored walls. The color 
schemes and the variety of types of 
furniture have: attracted a great deal 
of attention; this favorable comment is 
due to the fact that many hours were 
spent in selecting furniture, fabrics,

Mr. Hockey was Director of the Jamai- 
can Library Service until late 1955 and is 
now Director of the Central Library, Port- 
Of-Spain, Trinidad. He attended a recent 
Caribbean conference at the University of 
Florida, following which he visited libraries 
in the State. Many librarians will remem- 
ber him. 


IT WAS NOT UNTIL I met Stanley West 
in Jamaica and, later, attended the 
Caribbean Conference at the University 
of Florida that I realized the many 
links which are being forged between 
the Universities in Florida and the 
West Indies, and the assistance which 
is being given to the educational and 
cultural developments which are tak- 
ing place in these islands. In the field 
of librarianship your University Libra- 
ries are making a valuable contribution 
to the bibliographical services, an as- 
pect of the work which, through lack 
of resources, we have barely touched. 
The splendid collection of West In- 
diana in the Institute of Jamaica has 
never been properly exploited, and it 
is only recently that the University Col- 
lege Library in Jamaica and the Carib- 
bean Commission Library in Trinidad 
have taken up this work, the first off- 
shoot of which has been the welcome 
appearance of the biennial publication 
“Caribbean Bibliography.” The fact 
that the University College Library has 
been made a repository may help in 
the difficult task of gathering all the 
material into the net, and those who 
have travelled through these scattered 
islands will realize just how difficult it 
is to obtain information on the more 
obscure publications, the slim volumes 
of poetry and’ the like, which are often 
privately produced and locally printed. 
The development of public library 
services and the presence of trained 
librarians in these islands should ensure 
the recording of material of this kind; 
and in this article I would like to deal 
with the development of the public 
library services in the West Indies not 
only because in the West Indies where 
resources and trained personnel are so 
limited the specialist services can flour- 
ish only against the background of 
good public library service, but also 
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because it seems to me, after my brief 
survey of some of the services in Flor- 
ida, that the development of these serv- 
ices in the West Indies has enabled us 
to reach certain broad conclusions 
which are very revelant to some of the 
problems which were exercising the of- 
ficials of the F.L.A. during my visit 
there. 


For the purpose of this article I 
would like to exclude Jamaica which, 
because of its size and geographical 
position, is being developed as a single 
unit, A ten-year plan (partly financed 
during this period by funds from Great 
Britain) aims at an island-wide service 
based on the capital city of Kingston. 
This will eventually include the public 
library services now being provided by 
the Institute of Jamaica which will, 
however, continue to house its valuable 
collection of reference material: and 
there is, of course, the splendid new 
library servicing the needs of the first 
West Indian University College. The 
fact that the two largest islands, Ja- 
maica and Trinidad, are some thousand 
miles apart, is one of the greatest ob- 
stacles to any true unification of the 
West Indies, and it is heartening to ob- 
serve that, by virtue of the fact that 
Jamaican library staff are using the 
Central Training School in Trinidad, 
the librarians are doing something to 
bridge that gap. 


Founding Grants 


The development of free public li- 
brary services in the Eastern Caribbean 
dates from 1941 when, following a 
survey of the area, that universal bene- 
factor of libraries, the Carnegie Cor- 
poration, granted $70,000 to launch 
a public library service in Trinidad 
and Tobago which was to develop into 
a Regional Service embracing all the 
islands of the Windwards, Leewards, 
and Barbados. After six years of pio- 
neering work the Trinidad Central Li- 
brary with branch libraries and Book 
Mobile services spreading through the 
island was fairly established and was 
taken over by the Government. Dem- 
onstration Services had been set up in 


most of the small islands and in 1948 
the scheme was given a new lease of 
life by a grant of £80,000 from Im- 
perial funds to complete the work over 
a period of ten years. From then on 
progress was along two lines: first the 
short-term work of tackling the gov- 
ernments of each colony (and there 
are eight of them) persuading them to 
accept the principle of free public li- 
brary services and to finance them, in 
return for which the Regional organi- 
zation undertook to build up the book 
stock, to provide a team of trained 
staff for the initial re-organization, and 
to continue to assist in the development 
of the services in any way short of di- 
rect financial aid. At the same time the 
long-term work of establishing the 
‘regional’ services, which would even- 
tually be maintained on a co-operative 
basis, and made available to all the 
library services in the area, was going 
on steadily. These services are: 


(1) A Central training school for 
courses which provide practical 
experience in the Trinidad Li- 
brary services combined with 
study for the examinations of 
the British Library Association. 
The compilation of a Union 
Catalogue of all the book-stocks 
in the area, making it possible 
to set up an inter-lending serv- 
ice between the various li- 
braries. 

The maintenance of a ‘pool’ 
stock of specialist and expen- 
sive books which the small 
library with a limited book fund 
could not afford to buy.

Service Today 

The position today in the Eastern 
Caribbean is an interesting one. After 
17 years, the Trinidad Central Service 
with an annual circulation of nearly a 
million volumes is well established, and 
in each island the services are in vary- 
ing stages of development. The Trini- 
dad Government agreed to bear the 
major charge in financing and housing 
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Wervices in the West Indies 


the service and all the islands, except 
one, have agreed to pay their share of 
the cost. A Regional Board and the 
Librarian of the Trinidad Central Li- 
brary are responsible for the direction 
of the Regional Library. Therefore, the 
Regional organization is firmly planted 
in its native soil, ready to take its place 
in a federated West Indies: not how- 
ever, a federal project imposed from 
above by politicians or economists, but 
one which has secured recognition by 
the work it has already done and the 
clearly demonstrated fact that no sin- 
gle small unit can exist alone, or ef- 
fectively meet the demands which are 
made upon a library service in these 
days. 

What are the lessons we have 
learned during the course of this strug- 
gle to set up library services in the 
Eastern Caribbean?—or perhaps the 
question should be replaced by the af- 
firmation that the work has underlined 
many of the first principles which have 
long been advocated by librarians. Pov- 
erty has forced us to get down to fun- 
damentals both in policy and practice, 
and if the present framework can be 
maintained we can be assured that the 
development of the services along the 
present lines will ensure that the best 
use will be made of the resources avail- 
able, limited though they may be, and 
that every addition to these resources 
will result in an overall improvement 
throughout the area. Looking at the 
statistics of the Florida Library services 
for 1952-53 (and I regret that I have 
not procured any later ones) one is of 
course struck by the disparity in the 
provision to the rural and urban areas, 
and the fact that, at that time only 
98% of a total of 957,415 (approxi- 
mately the same population as our 
Eastern Caribbean unit) rural inhabi- 
tants had access to libraries. There is 
a large field for your pioneers there, 
and judging from our own experience 
they should find it an exciting and 
stimulating adventure, for the country- 
man, often cut off from the more so- 
phisticated pleasures of the urban area, 
is not slow to show his appreciation of 
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this kind of service, and surely he de- 
serves it. I always like to see our book- 
mobile teams, and most of them consist 
of the so-called weaker sex, bracing 
themselves as they sight the small 
crowd waiting for them in the market 
square or school, for they know that 
they are in for a period of continuous 
and exhausting work. But not one of 
them would miss it. It would be pre- 
sumptuous of me to comment in detail 
on the position in Florida, which I 
know is exercising the minds of those 
who are responsible for the develop- 
ment of library services there, and I am 
aware that in the West Indies the fact 
that the library services are mainly 
financed directly from central govern- 
ment funds enables us to avoid the 
limitations imposed by local govern- 
ment control, and the crippling con- 
finement of the city or country 
boundary; but I would suggest that un- 
less some machinery can be set up 
comparable to that now existing in the 
Eastern Caribbean, there will be many 
people in Florida who will be denied 
the benefits of a library service. In the 
Caribbean we can say, with justification, 
that every individual in the area now 
has access to a free public library serv- 
ice. The fact that no direct service may 
yet be operating does not preclude any- 
one from using the Central Library in 
each island, and each of these libraries 
can, in turn, draw upon the resources 
of the Regional organization. We have 
a long road to travel, but, we feel, we 
are at least on the right road.

OUR REGIONAL ASSOCIATION, repre- 
senting libraries and librarians of eight 
other southeastern states besides our 
own, held its 17th biennial conference 
in the charming old Roanoke Hotel. 
The Virginia mountains greeted the 
visiting delegates with its most brilliant 
full colors. 


Highlight of the first general session 
was a review of ALA reorganization 
under the “Management Survey,” by 
Lucile Morsh, President-elect of our na- 
tional association, and by Jerrold Orne, 
librarian of the Air University Library. 


Other highlights abounded at general 
and sectional meetings. Among the 
committee reports, that of the activities 
committee under the chairmanship of 
Sara Jones, made a number of signifi- 
cant recommendations. One of these 
urged the State Library Associations to 
include the S.E.L.A. Executive Board 
member as an ex officio on the State’s 
executive board. (Florida has already 
done so.) Another suggestion was that 
the odd year between biennial confer- 
ences be used for a workshop meeting 
for officers and committees. A third 
point urged S.E.L.A. headquarters to 
keep up with its state association ac- 
tivities by requesting that copies of state 
library association publications be sent 
to Atlanta. 


Other committee reports included 
one on the need for a Ph.D. program 
in Southeastern Library Schools. In- 
quiries among leaders in the region in- 
dicated some difference of opinion. 
Those who followed the recommenda- 
tion for such a program made by the 
association of graduate school deans at 
Savannah, pointing out that the Ph.D. 
need not be limited to the six library

Miss Norris re- 
ports happily that a new Gaylord 
charging system was installed recently. 

The Miami Public Library is busier 
than ever. The first and fifth year 
Great Books Discussion Groups con- 
tinue to attract a cross section of the 
cities residents and guests. In response 


to a petition and many letters Hilda 
Steuerman, Viennese pianist and teach- 
er is conducting the third season of her 
Music Workshop which this year was 
preceeded by three meetings in which 
sight reading was taught. The popular 
Autumn Festival of feature films was 
followed by the even more popular 
series Travel Treasures. The sixth sea- 
son of Florida Author Nights presented 
the internationally renowned wild ani- 
mal trainer, Captain Roman Proske, 
author of Lions, Tigers, and Me; Betsy 
H. Lochridge, author of Blue River and 
Norman Berg of Macmillan, and a 
panel on Seminoles in Fact and Fic- 
tion which included Mary Helm Clarke 
who wrote South Florida Treasure 
Trails with excellent response. Month- 
ly programs included one co-sponsored 
with the Alianze Interamericana which 
honors a different country each month 
with songs, films and dancing, and one 
with the Tropical Audubon Society 
which offers a varied program of lec- 
tures and films. 


A new discussion series was added 
co-sponsored by the Miami-Dade Coun- 
ty Chamber of Commerce for the Phy- 
sically Handicapped according to Dr.

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NEW LIBRARY SPACE 


Since our library, from its beginning, 
has lent instructional materials to 
schools and to students, it has always 
appeared to be a logical dream that our 
books, pictures, records, et cetera, be 
organized and housed in such a manner 
that all could be pointed out as a model 
situation. But, as is the case with most 
other Extension Libraries in the coun- 
try, housing has had to be whatever 
could be managed after funds were 
eked out for personnel and materials. 
Our own difficulties were increased by 
the fact that weight distribution of 
heavy materials had to conform to re- 
quirements of a building designed for 
hotel! Our steel bookcases; magazine, 
picture and record files have lined the 
walls of faculty offices and conference 
rooms on the seventh, eighth and ninth 
floors of the Seagle Building until their 
weight has gone beyond safety require- 
ments. 


Recently, a marvelous twelve-hun- 
dred-odd square feet of space on the 
main floor in the Annex to the building 
has been assigned to us. Reconditioned 
with asphalt tile floors, newly painted 
pastel walls, and fluorescent lighting, 
this space makes it possible for the first 
time, to see our books (both the adult 
and the children’s collections, except 
the 900’s of the former) in adjacent 
stacks on one floor. “Package Libra- 
ries,” plays and recordings are in the 
new space, also. Now, if a borrower 
(such as an English teacher or a wom- 
an’s club program planner) wants to 
examine all of our correlated materials 
on Shakespeare’s MACBETH, we can 
find in the new area—books about 
Shakespeare and his players, “Package 
Library clippings on Shakespeare and 
on the Elizabethan era, mounted pic- 
tures in color, and recorded scenes from 
MACBETH.”

1956 Series of Instructional 
Materials Clinics 


August 22-31, 1956 marked the sec- 
ond annual series of Instructional Mat- 
erials Clinics held under the sponsor- 
ship of the General Extension Division 
and the F.S.U. Library School, in co- 
operation with the State Department of 
Education, the Florida Audio-Visual As- 
sociation and the Florida Association of 
School Librarians. The 1956 theme 
was “Utilization of Instructional Mater- 
ials,” a logical follow-up to the 1955 
theme, “Selection of Instructional Mat- 
erials.” 1956 clinics were held in Crest- 
view, Tampa, Miami, Tavares, Jackson- 
ville, Cocoa, and Tallahassee. 


The 1956 clinics highlighted many

VERNA R. NISTENDIRK assumed her 
duties as Director of Library Extension 
in the State Library on October 15. She 
succeeds Zella D. Adams, who was on 
the State Library staff from September 
1952, until she resigned on August 
31 to become librarian of the Memorial 
Library in West Palm Beach. 


Miss Nistendirk brings to Florida a 
broad and successful experience in pub- 
lic library work. She has served as a 
branch librarian and head of the Ex- 
tension Department of the Kansas City 
Public Library and with the state li- 
brary extension agencies in Missouri 
and Alabama. More recently she was 
librarian of the Dunklin County, Mis- 
souri, Library and of the Boonslick 
Regional Library, Sedalia, Missouri. 
She holds the B. S. and M. A. degrees 
from the Library Schools of George 
Peabody College for Teachers and Co- 
lumbia University, respectively, and is 
immediate past president of the Library 
Extension Section of the Public Li- 
braries Division of the American Libra- 
ry Association. 


Library Services Act 


The U. S. Office of Education held 
four regional conferences on the Li- 
brary Services Act in September and 
October. In order to keep the groups 
small for effective discussion, only two 
persons from each state were invited to 
attend the conferences. 
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Florida was represented at the con- 
ference held in Nashville, Tennessee, 
September 27-29, by Verna Nistendirk 
and Dorothy Dodd. Other states repre- 
sented there were Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee; North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Mississippi, Alabama, and Geor- 
gia. Our own state was unenviably uni- 
que in this gathering, as it was the only 
one that does not have a state-aid pro- 
gram for public libraries. 


Discussion centered around the legal 
problems involved in the administra- 
tion of the Act at both the Federal and 
state levels. The talks were based on 
tentative drafts of rules and regulations 
and a state plan guide prepared in the 
Office of Education. Although it was 
stated that official texts of the docu- 
ments would not be available until af- 
ter the last regional conference, Octo- 
ber 29-31, the drafts indicated the form 
of the state plans which will constitute 
the basis for receiving Federal funds. 
The plan is to consist of two main 
parts: a basic statement of objectives, 
policies, and methods for the entire 
five-year program and an annual pro- 
gram and budget. 


The State Plan Committee was to 
meet in Orlando on November 3 to 
revise the preliminary Florida plan to 
conform to the draft regulations . It 
was expected that the basic state plan 
would be ready for adoption by the

State Library Board as soon as the of- 
ficial regulations were issued. Florida 
participation in the program during the 
present fiscal year will depend upon 
whether or not sufficient local match- 
ing funds will be available. 

As reported in the September issue 
of FLORIDA LIBRARIES, the Con- 
gress appropriated for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1957, only sufficient 
funds to give each state the basic allot- 
ment of $40,000. A new calculation 
of the matching expenditures required 
from state and/or local funds to secure 
the basic grant shows that Florida must 
provide $31,788 to participate in the 
1956-57 fiscal year. Since expendi- 
tures made prior to submission of the 
state plan cannot be used for matching, 
this amount must be available after 
January 1, 1957. 

Applications for local participation 
in the program will be invited from 
areas now expending funds for rural 
library service when the basic state 
plan has been adopted.

floor tiles, and the colors to be applied 
to the walls. This part of the plan- 
ning was exacting and time consuming, 
but the results justify the work. The 
additional expense was negligible, and 
the building clearly demonstrates even 
in a structure which has been designed 
to be severely functional that it is pos- 
sible to achieve beauty. 

Since the opening of the Fall Semes- 
ter, the student use of the library has 
been heavy. At night, between seven 
and eight hundred students are to be 
found studying in the reading rooms. 
The seminar rooms and lecture hall are 
in constant use, and the faculty studies 
and graduate carrells are booked to 
capacity. The staff seem to be enjoying 
the improved facilities and working 
conditions. There are new problems 
and inevitable adjustments, but these 
were expected and are being met as a 
matter of routine.

State Library Board 


The State Library Board met in St. 
Petersburg on October 3 to consider 
its legislative budget for 1957-59. The 
Board decided to request an appropri- 
ation that will enable the State Library 
budget to match the basic Federal allot- 
ment of $40,000 for the next two fiscal 
years. It will ‘therefore request 
$173,060 in state funds for the next 
biennium as contrasted with our cur- 
rent biennial appropriation of 
$110,889. This appropriation, together 
with matching Federal funds, would 
enable the State Library to strengthen 
its services to rural areas and to employ 
personnel for administration of the 
Federal program. 

Matching funds for the additional 
$93,000 to which Florida would be 
entitled under the expected Congres- 
sional appropriation for fiscal 1957-58 
will be sought in the bill for state 
grants in aid to county libraries.

ice.” Community Jaycee groups will re- 
ceive full information later on. 
Public libraries Division Interim 
Executive Secretary Mrs. Dorothy K. 
Smith has communicated with Heads of 
State Library Extension Agencies, Presi- 
dents of State Library Associations and 
also trustee “organizations and Friends 
of Libraries, urging that they make con- 
tact with the Jaycees and offer coopera- 
tion in building effective programs. 


National Jaycee Chairman of “Oper- | 


ation Library” is Mr. Cecil Edmonds of 


West Memphis, Arkansas. It was Mr. | 
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Edmonds who originated the idea after 
his local Jaycee group achieved “the 
Impossible” in getting a tax levy for 
the West Memphis Library passed by 
a 14 to 1 vote. Working closely with 
the Arkansas Library Commission 
throughout, Mr. Edmonds “sold” his 
idea to the Jaycees throughout his own 
state; then succeeded: in winning ap- 
proval for “Operation Library” as a 
national Jaycee project. Mr. Edmonds, 
who has announced that Winthrop 
Rockefeller made a gift of $1,000 to 
aid promotion of “Operation Library,” 
sees the project as “the beginning of a 
sweeping new program that will make 
many new friends for America’s li- 
braries.” 


«2 ALA RULES—The Library of 
Congress and the American Library 
Association are cooperating in the re- 
vision of the ALA Rules for Author 
and Title Entries, it is announced by 
ALA Headquarters in Chicago. 

Mrs. Orcena Mahoney, Executive 
Secretary of the ALA Division of Cata- 
loging and Classification, explained the 
significance of the work: 

“Librarians in the United States and 
throughout the world will welcome the 
news that the ALA Rules for Author and 
Title Entries is to be revised to meet chang- 
ing concepts of library procedure. Dissatis- 
faction with the current rules brought about 
studies by the ALA-DCC Code Revision 
Committee which have resulted in the 
agreement between the Library of Congress 
and the American Library Association to try 
to produce a code that will be generally 
acceptable to the profession. ALA is 
pleased to announce that Seymour Lubetzky 
is to help with this important project by 
serving as editor.” 

The ALA expects to publish the 
revised work when it is completed. 


TO BOOK REVIEWERS: (Re- 
ceived from Theodore Pratt by the Edi- 
tor)—I believe you know that in 1954 
my original paperback novel SEMI- 
NOLE was published by Gold Medal 
Books at the same time the University 
of Florida Press published my outdoor 
drama version of this novel under the 
identical title. A title, of course, cannot 
be copyrighted, but among ethical writ- 
ers and publisers it is never a practise to 
duplicate titles of recently published 
and still-selling books. Yet, on October 
4th Doubleday will issue a novel by 
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Frank Slaughter titled THE SEMI- 
NOLE, which you will soon be receiv- 
ing for review. When my two publish- 
ers and I learned of this last spring, 
when there was time for them to change 
this title, protests were sent to both Mr. 
Slaughter and to Doubleday, but evi- 
dently they are not interested in avoid- 
ing such unfair practises, to term the 
matter mildly. 


I have endeavored, over a good many 
years of devoting myself to writing 
about Florida, to establish a body of 
Florida work with such books as THE 
BAREFOOT MAILMAN, THE 
FLAME TREE, THE BIG BUBBLE, 
and my own SEMINOLE. I should 
greatly appreciate it if you would be 
kind enough to ask your readers to 
please not confuse me with the kind of 
writing Mr. Slaughter commits. 


(NEW STANDARDS FOR LI- 
BRARY SERVICES AND FACILI- 
TIES—The American Library Associa- 
tion will publish this month [October] 
the new statement of criteria for ade- 
quate library service in the United
